This aroused the ire of the Geor- 
gian who threatened to slap the New 
Yorker's face, if he repeated the state- 
ment. Observers.say Fitch repeaced it, 
but those present interfered and no face 
slapping was indulged in. 

The World's Fair Bill. 

This has been the hottest day Washing- 
ton has ever known. In some places the 
thermometer rose to 105. The heat in the 
capitol was intense around the speaker’s 
stand—the warmest place in the building 
—the mercury rising to 100 there this 
afternoon. Speaker Crisp was in the 
chair at one time during the day for over 
two hours and naturally suffered much.

Farnisies the Subject for a Day's Discussion 
in the House 


Washington, July 26.—The house re 
sumed consfileration of the general de 
ficiency bill Yesterday it refused to la 
upon thé table a motion made by Mr. Hol- 
man that the house recede from its amend- 
meut for the payment of widows, etc., of 
deceased members of the balance of the 
salaries they would have received. The 
pending question this morning was on the 
motion made by Mr. Hayes, of Iowa, to 
reconsider the véte by which the house re- 
fused to table. The house refused—yeas 
S81, nays 109—to. reconsider the vote, 
whereupon Mr. Weadock, of Michigan, 
moved a recess until 9 o’clock tomorrow, 
which motion was supplemented by one 


| from Mr. Whiting, of Michigan, fixing the 


hour at 9:30 o'clock. 

After some time gent in filibustering, 
the bill was sent back to conference. 

Mr. Holman presented the disagreeing re- 
port on the sundry citil appropriation bill 
and immerliately demanded e previous 
question on the report. Jt was ordered and 
then there was half an hour's debate upon 
the conference report as far as it recom- 
mended an agreement. 

Then came up the worlds fair amend- 
ments and when they were read Mr. Hol- 
man rose to make a proposition as to the 
limitation of debate, but he was met by the 
republicans with cries of “‘Vote now! vote 
now !”’

ANOTHER VERY WARM DAY. 


The Weather Almost Unendurable—Record 
of the Thermometer. 


Washington, July 26.—The hot weather 
continued today with increased severity, 
the thermometer at the weather bureau 
registering 99 degrees. At 8 o’clock this 
morning the mercury started at 84 de 

ees, with a s y, swinging gait, which, 
efore the day was over, rought it 4 to 
well nigh an unendurable nt. Ther- 
mometers in various parts of the busi- 
ness portion of the city registered much 
higher than the figures recorded at the 
signal office, in one place the mercury 
showing @& co Sige re of 106 degrees. 
Yesterday's offi minimum temperature 
here was 97.3. 

Washington was the hottest place in the 
United States yesterday, with the excep- 
ton of Louisville, Ky., and Yuma, Ariz. 
The intense heat causes much discomfort 
among people who have to circulate about 
the streets, while on those who can remain 
indoors the effect is also severe. The heat 
at night is almost as unbearable as it is in 
the day. Especially is this the case in 
the crowded portions of the city, where 
the buildings shut off the circulation of 
air, and the asphalted streets radiate the 
heat collected during the day. Several 
rostrations were repo ng 80 
ar as is known at present, none of them 
resulted Sauany- tches to the Asso- 
ciated Press indicate that throughout the 
entire country, from the Atlantic ocean to 
the Rocky mountains, the heat today was

TO THE CONSCRIPTS 


A Swindler Sends His Circular Through 
the Mails. 


HOW HIS LITLE SCHEME WORKS, 


He Asserts That the Federal Gov- 
ernment Will Pay Damages, But 


THE CONSCRIPT MUST ANTE A DOLLAR 


The Pension Department Will Investi- 
gate the Swindle and Try to 
Locate the Sharper. 


Washington, July 26.—The Post pub- 
lishes the following: A systematic at- 
tempt to swindle ex-confederate soldiers 
has been unearthed in this city and to- 
day the matter was brought to the atten- 
tion of General Raum, commissioner of 
pensions, by E. G. Warring. The party 
who is said to be at the head of the 
scheme is a man named Mason, who fig- 
ured here during the forty-eighth and 
forty-ninth congresses as a sort of lob- 
byist. Mason’s mode of operation is said 
to be similar to the one attempted several 
years ago by other parties. He has print- 
ed circulars headed “To Ex.Confederate 
Conscripts,” with which he has flooded 
many localities in the southern states. 
The circular declares that the United 
States had a right to protect its loyal cit- 
izens in the south .from conscription into 
the confederate army, and its failure to 
do so makes the government liable for 
damages in each case where a man was 
so conscripted, or forced into the southera 
arnuy. 

It further states that all an ex-con- 
script has to prove in order to 1eceive 
damages is to prove his loyalty and that 
he was compelled to enter the army of 
the enemy against his will. 

In this connection Mason cites a pumber 
of alleged decisions of the 
United States supreme  cvurt 
ciding, in effect, that if 
government could not protect its cit- 
izens in such an emergency, it at least 
could pay any damage that might accrue 
from said lack of protection. Mason 
wants to bring the matter before both 
congress and the supreme court, but in 
order to do so he must have funds. His 
circular, therefore, appeals to the poor ex- 
confederates to send him such .mounts 
of money as they can spare, not less than 
$1, to be used as a fund for carrying 
out his impracticable schemes. 

Southerners in this city who have fieafd 
of the movement are highly indignant 
and unhesitatingly pronounce it an unnfit- 
igated fraud, and it is more than proba- 
ble that the matter will be ‘nvestigated 
by pension office officials. 


KNOCKED THE JAILER DOWN, 


Three Prisoners Make Their Escape from 
the Wedowee Jail. 

Anniston, Ala. July 26.—(Special.)— 
Three prisoners made their escape from 
the Wedowee, Randolph county, jail Sun- 
day night. The sheriff had taken supper 
for Hiram Anderson and Jack Bennett 
into their cell. As he turned to walk out, 
Bennett knocked him senseless with a stool 
which had been allowed to remain in the 
cell. Bennett and Anderson then liberated 
John Washington, who was in jail on the 
charge of murder. The three made a 
break for liberty, and had been gone sev- 
eral minutes before the sheriff regained 
consciousness. Bennett and Anderson 
were confined in jail om charges of bur- 
glary. Washington’s offense was murder. 
he having several weeks ago shot and 
killed, in cold blood, Henry T. Bently, a 
prominent planter of Randolph county. At. 
the time of the murder there was much 
excitement at Wedowee, and two or three 
times mobs of indignant citizens surround- 
ed the jail and declared their intention of 
lynching Washington, but cooler heads 
prevailed, and Washington was permitted 
to await the court’s action. The fugitive 
prisoners have not been seen since their 
escape,

A MISSING MAN, 


Whose Friends Have Given Up All Hope of 
Finding Him. 

Eutaw, Ala., July 26.—(Special.)}—Noth- 
ing has been Bete of the missing Carl 
Gantzhorn yet. His friends here have 
about given up all hopes of ever seeing him 
again, 

The sick brother he léft Birmingham to 
visit died on Saturday last, after great suf- 
fering and agony. Adolph Gantzhorn came 
here about three weeks ago and went into 
copartnership with Mr. G. Brown in the 
jewelry busin2ss and soon afterwards bought 
out Mr. Brown. 

About a year ago he was in swimming in 
the river near town and wms stung on the 
side of the tongue while in the river, From 
that sting, he said, came the cancer which 
ended his life. Some three months ago he 
went to Cincinnati and underwent a severe 
operation. He returned home soon and had 
to return again. But the second operation 
was a failure and hemorrhages set in. and 
he soon sank under the ravages of the can- 


cer and the loss of blood. 

About a year ago another brother came 
to visit him. He was a consumptive, and 
lingered only a short time. Mr. Adolph 
Gantzhorn leaves a widow and three chil- 
dren, one an infant only a month old. 

FIGHT AT A STILL. 
They Were All Beastly Drunk and a Battle 
Ensued. 

. Bristb], Tenn., July 26.—(Special.)—A 
chapter of murder has recently been com- 
mitted in the mountainous region of Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky, south of Bristol.

Laredo, Tex., July 26.—(Special.)—The 
two young men, W. E. Turner and J. Ek 
Gale, who robbed the City Savings bank 
of Nashville, Tenn., a few weeks ago of 
$13,000 while employed as clerks in that 
bank and skipped for Mexico, were brought 
back this morning from Saltillo, Mex., by 
City Marshal Yglesias and turned over to 
J. H. Clack, chief of police from Nashville. 
They were detained all day in Laredo 
awaiting the recovery of $10,000 which they 
had deposited in Monteriy. They returned 
from Mexico at their own request and are 
only held nominally in arrest by the officers. 
It is understood that the mother of these 
young men has paid the amount they took 
from the bank. They leave over the In- 
ternational railroad tomorrow.

Homestead, Pa., July 26.—It is quite 
likely that Hugh O’Donnell will resign 
the chairmanship of the advisory commit- 
tee, if he has not already: done so, and 
indications are that the committee is now 
casting about for a new leader. ‘The 
break up was caused by the refusal of 
the committee to approve an almost un- 
conditional surrender in the fight on hand. 
O’Donnell expressed ‘himself as anxious 
for a settlement even if he had to be 
sacrificed. He authorized two .ewspa- 
per men—F. D.. Madeira, of New York, 
and J. H. Moore, of Philadelphia—to see 
Superintendent Potter and ascertain upon 
what terms the old men could return to 
work. When they had executed the ccm- 
mission, O'Donnell wanted to bring them 
before the committee, but that body 
would not admit them. This rebuff un- 
doubtedly will cause O’Donnell’s resigna- 
tion, as he said he wonld resign if his 
colleagues did not endorse his sentimunts. 


The mediators called upon Superintendent | 


Potter and wanted to know upon what 
terms he would accept the old employes. 
He said there’ was no vindictiveness In 


their dealings with their men, but they. 


would not take back certain objectionable 
strifemakers under dny circumstances. 
No names were mentioned, but he said 


those against whom criminal charges v. ere 
preferred were among them. ven these 
might not be rejected, if the information 
against them proved incorrect. He fur- 
ther stated that the men would not be 
questioned about membership in any or- 
ganization, but they would be required to 
sign an agreement as individuals fixing 
the scale of wages based on the $22 hillet 
rate. There would be no dealings with 
any association or committee except as 
provided in the agreement for a committee 
of workmen and of officials to * cet quar- 
terly and fix the prices of billets. No 
men now.in employ would be discnarged 
if their work was satisfactory. 

The mediators were assured that the 
places were being tilled rapidly. ‘The ed- 
visory committee refused to admit the 
newspaper men, but said they would hear 
the report through their chairman. TLis 
was refused, as they had no interes» in 
the matter except to bring the two parties 
together, 

Superintendent Potter was Jnformed of 
the result and expressed regrets ss the 
places of the men were teing filled 
rapidly. 

Mr. Curry, who was present, took oc- 
casion to deny the statement that Andrew 
Carnegie would interfere. He stated in 
a telegram recetved, Mr. Carnegie said 
he had no intention of returning to Amer- 
ica at present, and that he would not in- 
terfcre with the management or /nterpose 
to settle the lockout. 

Braddock Men Refuse to Strike. 

The Homestead men have apparently 
abandoned all endeavors to bring the 
Braddock workers out on a strike. After 
four days of proselyting, the leaders are 
discouraged, and say the Braddock seems 
determined to continue at work, notwith- 
standing the combined pressure of the 
other Carnegie operatives. A member of 
the advisory committee said today that he 
had been informed by several Amalgamated 
men who had gone among the Braddock 
men that the latter not forgotten 
the fruitless ap s for assistance made 
to Homestead in 1887, and were disin- 
clined to strike for sympathy. Several of 
the locked-out men, although aware that 
the leaders have given up hope of a strike 
at the Edgar omson plant, are still 
hopeful of bringing them out. The in- 
tense heat has prostrated many of General 
Superintendent Potter’s non-union men, ac- 
cording to Amalgamated scouts. At all 
events, there is not the activity that was 
manifested around the mill yesterday, and 
no plate was rolled this morning. About 
one hundred and fifty non-union men ar- 
rived from the east today, and were taken 
at once to the Homestead plant.

JOHN LOWE ARRIVES IN COLUMBUS 


To Look ata Prisoner in Jail There and 
Ascertain Whether He Is the Man 
for Whom He Is Searching. 


Columbus, Ga., July 26.—(Special.)— 
When the 11:55 o’clock train from Opelika 
arrived in Columbus yesterday morn'ng, & 
very tall man, followed by a small boy, 
alighted, and his peculiar costu ne, as well 
as the haggard lines about his f-ce, at 
tracted immediate attention. 

Down town the tall man ad the srall 
boy were again the cause of mun curiosity, 
and when it became known that the two 
strangers were Mr. Jehn lowe, of Cass 
county, Texas, and his son, the great treg- 

which has overshudowed both their 
lives was recalled, and curiosity was turned 
to pity, and sympathy for Mr. Lowe and for 
the mission which brought him to Cc’.mbus 
was very freely expressed. 

Mr. Lowe is not altogether a stranger in 
the city. He was bom in Harris county 
and his father lives there still. Years ago 
he lived. in Columbus, and then he married 
and moved to Cass county, Texas. He was 
a well-to-do ranchman and his home was 
very happy. Two children made his house 
bright; one little girl and the other was the 
boy who arrived in Columbus yesterday. 

The Enquirer- 
Sun as follows: 


“One day Jast fall Mr. Lowe rode away 
from his ranch and left his family well. On 
the place two negroes named Lee Green 
and Mack Demons were at work. When 
Mr. Lowe returned at night he saw the 
door of his house standing open, but no 
familiar faces appeared to greet him, and 
he realized that something was wrong. As 
soon as he reached the house he sprang ficm 
his horse. Just inside the door he found the 
body of his little daughter. She had been 
cruelly murdered. ‘The distracted man 
rushed on-and found the body vf bis vite, 
and all about were evidences that she ha 
died a horrible death. Then the father 
searched for his son, but nowhere cculd 
he be found. : 

“While the father was still searching for 
his son’s body neighbors arrived, and be- 
fore long a noise was heard coming from 
the well. A rope was lowered and soon the 
child was drawn up nearly dead. As soon 
as he was able he told the dreadful story 
and dovcribed how the two negroes had 
come to the house and bad murdered his 
mother and sister. He told how they 
abused him and how he was obliged to 
jump into the well to save his life. Then 
the negroes brought a big tub and threw 
it down on him, and thinking they had 
killed him, they left. 

“There was no rest for the men in Cass 
county after the crime became known. 
They organized and went in search of the 
murderers, and before very long they 
captured ‘the one named Lee Green. Mr. 
Lowe was one of the captors, and with his 
own hand he meted out retribution. His 
friends. stood by while he cut the clothes 
from the negro’s back, then he tied him 
to a stake which had been prepared, and 
set fire to the logs that were placed about 
the double murderer, and stood by and 
heard the awful shrieks of the dying man 
without a quiver. 

“A few days later Mack Demons, the oth- 
er murderer, was captured but it, was im- 
ossible to treat him as his companion had 

een treated because he was taken by 
the officers and was safely lodged in jail. 
A few weeks ago he was tried befere Judge 
Shepherd and convicted and sentenced to 
be hung. The judge had, however, heard 
one of the jurymen remark that he wished 
to get on the jury to hang the prisoner, 
and therefore when-@ new trial: was asked 
for it was granted. Pe ta 

“The excitement became so intense and 
there was so much danger of lynching that 
Demons was quietly moved to another jail. 
To discover where the prisoner is located | 
and to see to it- that he does not escape, 
has become the object of Mr. Lowe's life. 
He searched through the Texas jails and 
failed to find the man. Then he was told 
that Demons was in the Birmingham jail. 
He’ hurried there and was told that the 
prisoner had been taken either to Opelika 
or lumbus. First he went to Opelika, 
and not finding his man there, he came to 
Columbus. 

“Yesterday afternoon Mr. Lowe had a 
long interview with Chief of Police Beard, 
and he will be given all the information 
he wants. It is not probable, however, 
that Jailer Reedy will allow Mr. Lowe to 
see Demons if he is in the jail, as he would 
kill him on sight. 

“Mr. W. P. Duncan, a friend of Mr. 
Lowe who’was with him when Lee Green 
was burned, is also in Columbus. He states 
that the man Demons in certainly in one 
of the Texas jails, as he could not be car- 
ried out of the state. He says, however, 
that since the murder was committed, Mr. 
Lowe has been beside himself, and he will 
never rest until he sees the remaining as- 
sassin hung or otherwise disposed of.”

Reports from the southwest section of 
the state are, as a rule, very unfavorable, 
Says the weather crop bulletin issued yes- 
terday. Elsewhere there has been a mark- 
ed improvement. The rainfall over the 
entire state has been mostly in showers, 
‘which have been very unequally distributed. 
Generally high temperatures have preyail- 
ed in all sections. The comparatively dry 
weather has allowed farmers to work their 
erops, which have been badly overrun by 


g’nss. 

Cotton is undoubtedly In a worse condi- 
fion than anything else and in some sec- 
tions it is‘almost a failure, some correspond- 
ents reporting that not more than 50 per 
eent of an average yield can be expected. 
A change for the better has taken place 
in most of the northern counties, but owing 
te the excessive rain of the past few weeks 
there is a very sappy growth of weed in 
all sections. Some sheddigg and rusting 
are reported in the west and the lowland 


“portion of the crop is in a very bad condi- 


tion, the wet weather having prevented 


the central section. ‘The stalks are of 


“ts A better state of affairs exists 


size, but shedding is quite general 
there are numerous complaints of rust 
and lice. No very favorable reports are 
received from any of the southern counties. 
Shedding seems to be more general than 
in other portions and the plant is not fruit- 
ing well. There is also an abundance of 
graes, which is proving very troublesome. 
- Corn seems to be flourishing everywhere 
except on the lowlands in some portions 
of the state, where it has been seriously in- 
jured by floods and the long spell of wet 
‘weather. High winds have also done con- 
siderable damage in some localities. The 
upland crop, however, is very fine, being far 
above the average in many places. It is 
about laid by and is filling out rapidly. 
Fodder pulling is general over the state. 
The wet weather has also damaged the 
fruit in the southwestern section, while so 
such damage was caused by the rains of 
previous weeks in other portions of the state 
that the outlook is far less encouraging than 
it was several weeks ago. In some of the 
northeastern counties peaches are reported 
to be dropping badly, while in others the 
crop seems to be quite large and the ship- 
ments are very heavy, although many of 
them are of an inferior quality. Many of 
the apple orchards in this portion of the 
getate are in fine condition and the grape 
crop is also good. In the western section 
peaches are very abundant and the quality 
of them is superior to those of the other

In the future, when tLese 
things are better understood, a summer 
trip southward will be the popular fad 
with northern tourists.

The narrow man’ has positive views, 
and he maintaing them; he has the cour- 
age of his convictions, and he puts in his 
work for theth. 

In politicd he is ever ready to do his 
duty until the last vote is counted. He 
has no doubts and no fears, but predicts 
the success of his party and his candidate 
with a breezy confidence that carries ter- 
ror into the enemy’s camp. He knows 


‘just how his state and county will go, 


and figures out their majorities in ad- 
vance. The most alarming reports do not 
disturb his placid serenity,“and he laughs 
them down. If anything in the party plat- 
form needs a satisfactory explanation, 
he is the man to give it. 

Nor is the narrow man less ‘iseful in 
other fields outside of the domain of 
politics. He is a power in the business 
world. He is the active leader in the re- 
forms that revolutionize the world. The 
broad man in his study, conscientiously 
trying to get to the i bottom 
of a great question, gets mud- 
dled and is silent when he should 
speak, and inactive when he should be 
at work. When his counsel is needed he 
makes an assertion, then qualifies it; sug- 
gests a line of policy, then hedges; utters 
a ringing declaration, and then balances 
it with an “if” or a “however.” 

Always dreaming and never doing— 
seeking the right and finding it too late— 
splitting hairs when he should be striking 
decisive blows—this is the broad man. 

The narrow man is ridiculed and ubus- 
ed, and has hosts of enemies, whereas 
the broad man is praised as an ideal cit- 
izen. And yet the narrow man does the 
work and gets there. He gives the world 
some of its greatest. inventions, and makes 
the greatest discoveries. With the enthu- 
siasm of Peter the Hermit he !:eads cru- 
sades, smashes old errors and organizes 
new systems. 

But there are all sorts of narrow micn. 
We have described the best type. One 
with no will power, or with pessimistic 
or wicked tendencies may accomplish 
nothing good. The successful narrow 
man, as a rule, believes that. he is right. 
He has faith in himself and in his work, 
and oftentimes his very boldness and the 
apparent hopelessness of his enterprises 
confuse men and leave them floundering 
about in a state of uncertainty, while he 
goes straight on to his object. 

Still, the broad man has his uses; so bas 
the encyclopedia. Both will supply all 
the generalities that are needed, whether 
glittering or otherwise. The narrow man, 
however, is an unconscious specialist. He 
has one idea or one set of ideas, and 
he is good for one line of work. When 
such a man is hitched to an opportunity 
he will put a girdle around the globe be- 
fore the broad man has cleared his throat.

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BANKERS ALL FAVOR ENCOURAGEMENT. 


They Say Atlanta Owes Too Much to Her 
Manufactories to Drive Them Ont 
with Heavy Taxation. 


There was to have been a meeting of the 
tax committee of the general council yes- 
terday, but for reasons that prevented it 
was postponed until a later date. 

The committee will in all probability give 
a recommendation to the general council 
fer a reduction of taxes on the manufactor- 
ies of the city. 

Much has been said lately in favor of 
such a course, and the pride and enterprise 
of the Atlanta citizen is such that will rise 
up and settle this question in favor of con- 
tinued prosperity. 

One thing is reduced to a dead cer- 
tainty. 

The bankers of Atlanta are thoroughly 
in sympathy with The Constitution’s en- 
deavor to secure from the city authorities 
better encouragement for the manufactories 
of Atlanta. 

If there is any one class of business men 
who ought to know better than the manu- 
facturers themselves how great a part these 
industrial pursuits play in the up-building 
of a city it is the bankers. They hold the 
books upon which is written the secret of 
every city’s success. They keep the ac- 
counts of the manufacturers-and know just 
how much money each one of them brings 
to Atlanta and distributes here among the 
laboring classes. 

Knowing these things they are certainly 
capable of fixing a proper value upon the 
city’s industries and are fully apprised of 
the grave duty of the citizens to foster and 
protect them. 

Banker KRomare Talks. 

Mr. Paul Romare, vice president of the 
Atlanta National bank, is enthusiastically 
in favor of the city authorities giving every 
possible encouragement to the manufac- 
tories, He <eclares that he cannot be 
quoted too strongly in friendliness for the 
men who’are building Atlanta up into the 
metropolis of the whole south. 

“It is a fact worthy of serious considera- 
tion,” said he yesterday, “that the factor- 
ies and machine shops of Atlanta have made 
her what she is. They have brought popu- 
lation and wealth here. The people they 
bring are of a good class—they are honest, 
hard-working laborers who work for their 
living and do not loaf. 

“Therefore, Atlanta should not inten- 
tionally or unintentionally drive a single 
factory or industrial establishment from 
her gates. Rather should she get more to 
come here. Now, just what is the best 
way to do this I am not able to say, but I 
do feel assured in saying that the enter- 
prising citizens of Atlanta who have never 
been known to hesitate in uniting for the 
good of our common city, will in due time 
get together and do what is best to be 
done. 

This Shows It Plainly. 

“Just to show you how the the mann- 
factories work to the interest of the city in 
more ways than are dreamed of, I can re- 
call when the banks of Atlanta had to ship 
currency to New York to keep up their ac- 
counts there. But, since the manufactor- 
ies have been built here, sending out their 
goods to all points and thus bringing in a 
great exchange business to preclude the 
necessity of shipping any more money from 
Atlanta banks to northern points, 


“Thus you see they are bringing money 


into Atlanta from a distant territory, and 
it is money that has not been coming here 
before. 

“Yes, sir, I am in favor of doing every- 
thing we can do to help and protect these 
manufactories.”’

Forest, where 5. A tragic homicide oc 
curred, is a pretty little wayside station 
ten miles from Atlanta, in Clayton county. 
It consists of a few pretty white cottages 
fronted by pretty flower lawns and one oF 
two stores. 

No two men in the place are better known 
than Robert Yancey and his brother-in- 
law, Clayton Daniels, who took the life 


of the former night before last. Both were 


raised there and with the exception of a 
few years spent in Atlanta lived there all 
their lives. 

Clayton Daniels is about thirty-five years 
old, and for seven years he was & Cons 
ductor on the Central railroad. He was 
condactor on the Griffin accommodation 
train for a long time, and is known 
nearly everybody on the line of the Cem 
tral. He resided in Atlanta on Mangum 
street for several years and is well knows 
in railroad circies here. 

Robert Yancey is almost as well knows 
here as Daniels. He worked in the Cem 
tral yards here for some time and ran a6 
flagman on Daniels’s train for quite a 
while. 

A year ago Bob Yancey married Mollie 
Yancey, who was his first cousin. She 
was a sister of Clayton Daniele’s wife, 
and Daniels strongly opposed the union. 
This engendered bad blood between the two 
men and finally led to the tragic ending. 

Neither of the two men ever lost theie 
bitterness toward each other, althougt 
they became apparently friendly a few 


months after the marriage. But the feeling’ 


of mutual dislike still rankled im the two 
men’s breasts and at times the trouble 
would break out afresh and serious results 
were narrowly averted. Six months age 
the two men fell out and had a hard fight. 
After this the old wound seemed harder than 
ever to heal and it was some time before 
they returned to even speaking relations, 
Fortunately they were thrown together but 
little until a fow months past. Last fals 
Traniels was badly hurt in a collision at 
Griffin since then and he has not been able 
return tou work ou the road. After being 
hurt Daniels moved to his county home at 
Forest and this year he has been devoting 
his time to a truck farm.

This story was ap lied 
to Mr. Small and the crowd laughed, “Sam 
is listening to that bee which is buzzing 
congress in his ear. He is willing to leave 
the prohibition party if the third party will 
send him to congress. He said, you know 
that he had laid prohibition on the shel 
for awhile.” 

Colonel James alluded to C. C. Post as 
“Chicago Charley,’”’ and the crowd hur- 
rahed. Post has been a greenbacker and 
a republican and denounced the southern 
people as traitors. Douglas county is not 
going to be led by him. Colonel James 
riddled the idea that more currency, would 
advance the price of cotton, as claimed by 
some third party leaders. In 1869 when 
the amount of currency was $17.50 per 
capita cotton was 25 cents a pound.

It is important that these 
bills be sént in by the first of next month. 

Colonel West smiles when he talks of 
this year’s encampment.
